The first-ever system-wide 
University of Massachusetts 
Annual conference on 
Undergraduate Research, 
Scholarly and Public Services, 
featuring oral and poster contribu¬ 
tions from all four UMass cam¬ 
puses, constituted a resounding 
success for the presentations from 
our Lowell campus. 

Held on Monday, April 17, 
this First Annual Conference 
attracted a contingent of over 50 
representatives from Lowell 
among the altogether 350 partici¬ 
pants who converged upon the

Amherst Campus for an intensive 
one-day meeting which culminat¬ 
ed in an Awards Ceremony con¬ 
ducted by President Michael 
Hooker in which prizes were 
given to the 25 leading “presen¬ 
ters” from among 80 oral and 50 
poster contributions. 

The papers and projects 
were divided into four categories: 
(1) Life Sciences; (2) Physical 
Sciences and Engineering; (3) 
Humanities and Fine Arts; and (4) 
Social and Behavioral Sciences. 
Of the 25 awards, five were gar¬ 
nered by UMass-Lowell students

Worthless Promises 

Drug Companies Keep Boosting Prices

Seventy-year-old Marian K. Of Ogdensburg. New 
York, is widowed and lives alone. Every month, Mrs. K. 
must pay $163 for medications to treat her diabetes and 
heart disease, up from $120 just one year ago. She has to 
spend another $ 120 every month on other health related 
costs. Since her Social Security check will not cover all 
of her medical expenses, plus groceries and other bills, 
Mrs. K. often stretches her medication. Recently, when 
Mrs. K. skipped her medications for three days because 
she couldn't afford to refill her prescriptions, she wound 
up in the hospital. 

Mrs. K. is not alone. Many Americans have to 
struggle to afford skyrocketing prescription drug prices. 
For many, high drug prices means choosing between 
food and medicine—a potentially lethal choice. 

High drug prices are not a new problem. In fact, in 
1993, seventeen major drug companies, representing 
two-thirds of the U.S. prescription drug market, 
promised to address the drug price problem for con¬ 
sumers. They said that they would do it by holding over¬ 
all drug price increases to the rate of inflation or below. 

When they made this promise, the big drug compa¬ 
nies must have been crossing their fingers behind their 
backs. In fact, the prices of America's twenty top-selling 
brand name prescription drugs increased more than one- 
and-a-half times faster than the general rate of inflation 
last year. 

Price of Premarin 
Went Up 85 Percent 

The biggest sticker shock came from Wveth- 
Ayerst, which manufactures Premarin: the price of the 
estrogen replacement therapy, which protects older 
women from osteoporosis and heart disease, went up 85 
percent from 1989 to 1994. Skyrocketing drug prices are 
hard on many consumers-especially older Americans. 
While increases in seniors’ Social Security checks are 
pegged to inflation, the prices of their medications go up 
much faster than inflation. Seniors are also more likely 
to need prescription drugs than younger people—85 per¬ 
cent of seniors take at least one prescription drug each 
year. Medicare does not cover prescription drugs, and 
nearly half of the elderly do not have any insurance to 
help pay for prescriptions. 

While Americans risk their health, and sometimes 
their lives, by skimping on medications or cutting back 
on food, the drug companies continue to make high 
profits. The median after-research profit rate in 1993 for 
the makers of the 20 top-selling prescription drugs was 
more than five times higher than the median profit rate 
for all Fortune 500 companies that year. 

High Drug Prices 
Can Make You Sick 

Drug companies’ desire to make lots of money is 
not unusual—that’s what all businesses want. But if a 
shirt company drives their prices up faster than inflation, 
year after year, the worst that will happen is that people 
will not be able to afford to buy that shirt. But when the 
drug companies raise prices too quickly and too often, 
elderly widows get sick and die. Shirt manufacturers 
may have consumers by the lapel; the drug companies 
have our parents by the throat. 

Drug company price increases have become a 
threat to Americans’ health, and they must be moderat¬ 
ed.

I was eager to see my 
brothers and sister who were all married 
and had children by now. 

After the parade I saw a little 
boy who I recognized roaming the streets. 
Now he was lying on the ground in the 
alleyway behind my hotel. 11 was a very 
cold day. I walked over to himand he 
appeared to be very ill. I quickly carried 
him into the lounge of the hotel, and 
called for an ambulance. I asked my wife 
to go directly to my mother’s house. I 
told her I would follow shortly. When the 
ambulance finally arrived we went to the 
nearest hospital where the doctors and 
nurses worked feverishly on him. 
Meanwhile, I couldn’t give the hospital 
any personal information on the boy. I 
had no idea who he was or where he 
lived.

(Ice Cube), a South Central 
brother from the hood who tries 
to avoid the pitfalls of growing 
up in the "hood”. The movie 
takes place from a Thursday to 
a Saturday. Despite just having 
lost his job ironically on his day 
off, Craig goes through changes 
with his insanely jealous girl¬ 
friend, and his best friend 
Smokey (Chris Tucker) who is 
in the middle of a shady deal 
that’s gone sour. Soon after the 
sun sets, Craig has to bail his 
friend out of trouble, find a new 
job before his parents give him 


"the boot", escape the wrath of 
his girlfriend long enough to 
find another girl, and survive a 
dramatic confrontation with the 
neighborhood bully. 

This movie was written by 
Ice Cube and DJ Pooh. The film 
is produced by Pat Charbonnet 
and executive produced by Ice 
Cube. Ice Cube, now a big solo 
rapper and formerly of the rap 
group N.W.A., is very proud of 
this film and says that it is semi- 
autobiographical in nature to his 
own life. Says Ice Cube of his 
debut as a screenwriter and 
comedic actor: "I wanted to 
make a comedy about everyday 
people that you see in the neigh¬ 
borhood. There’s a lot of come¬ 
dy that takes place on the street 
that people don't even lock in 
on because they’re living it.” 

Ice Cube does a wonderful 
job playing the straight man to 
Chris Tucker’s clowning char¬ 
acter of Smokey. Tucker is an 
up and coming young comedian 
who appeared for two seasons 
on HBO’s "Def Comedy Jam”. 
He does an excellent job as Ice 
Cube’s hanging buddy in the 
film. Though Friday is not a 
comedy classic, it is good late 
night entertainment for couples 
or just for the family. (Rated 
PG-13; playing at various the¬ 
atres.)

The world of independent 
comic books have expanded 
tremendously since the under¬ 
ground comics of the 60’s and 
the black and white comics of 
the late 70’s. Many independent 
publishers like Dark Horse, 
WaRp and Image now share 
shelf space with Marvel and DC 
at comic shops, and more new 
independents are being pub¬ 
lished each day. Stanley Wiater, 
a comic journalist, and Stephen 
Bissette, a comic artist, got 
together for Comic Book Rebels 
to show the basic history of 
independent comics through the 
eyes of many of its players. 

Though interviews conduct¬ 
ed by Wiater, we see what inde¬ 
pendent comics and comics in 
general can achieve beyond 
superheros, the rise of the under¬ 
ground comics, self publishing 
comics, independent comics and 
creators from around the world 
and the newest artists and writers 
to join the ranks of the indepen¬ 
dents. Although many big 
names, such as Todd 
McFarlane(Spawn), Neil 
Gaiman(Sandman), Kevin 
Eastman and Peter 


Larid(Teenage Mutant Ninja 
Turtles) and Will Eisner(The 
Spirit) are interviewed, the book 
also talks to lesser known cre¬ 
ators like Howard Cruse(Gay 
Comics), Colleen Doran(A 
Distant Soi!)and Harvey 
Pekar(American Splendor) are 
given equal time to tell their sto¬ 
ries about making it in the 
comics world, their creations and 
their own opinions of both inde¬ 
pendent and mainstream comics. 
Included are beautiful black and 
white reproductions of the cre¬ 
ators artwork and a caricature 
provided by Bissette at the intro¬ 
duction of each chapter. The 
book also provides three appen¬ 
dixes. The first is A Bill of 
Rights for comic creators made 
by Scott McCloud(Understand- 
ing Comics); the second is a 
handy guide of titles created by 
the people interviewed and 
where to find them; the final is a 
comprehensive guide to books 
on comic book history. 

Being a fan of many of the 
comics shown within this book, I 
enjoyed reading about the men 
and women behind them, and the 
appendixes are great for further 
reading and research. I recom¬ 
mend Comic Book Rebels to 
every fan of comics and comics 
history.

Then you might want 
to check out “Blues Deluxe” 
on WJUL. The show airs 
on Saturday afternoons from 
3:00 to 6:00, and is hosted 
by John Guregian. Every 
week, John brings the best 
in blues . music * into the 
radios of many loyal blues 
fans. On his show, he pro¬ 
motes contemporary blues 
and also local acts. In fact, 
twice a month John brings 
in local blues bands to play 
live in the WJUL studio! 
Some of the bands and their 
hometowns include “Two 
Bones And A Pick” from 
Peabody, “Lucille And the 
Steamers” from Manchester, 

NH, “The Kan Tu Blues 
Band” also from Manchester, 
and “Nasty J And the Grinders” 
from Boston. John also gives 
away blues CDs and tickets to 
places like the Sit ‘N Bull, 
Harpers Ferry, and the House Of 
Blues. 

“Blues Deluxe” started

At that time, the show was 
aired on Thursdays from 6:00 to 
10:00 PM. John left WJUL in 


1983; ten years later, he returned 
to host “Blues Deluxe” at its 
current day and time. He also 
joined WJUL alumni DJs John 
Gallucci and Hank Golden in 
hosting “The Alumni Show”, 
which aired on Sundays from 
3;00 to 6:00. 

Since John took over 
hosting “Blues Deluxe”, he 
has been entertaining the 
blues community with some 
great music and keeping them 
well informed on blues con¬ 
certs in the New England 
area. Thanks to John, the 
blues library in the station 
has just about doubled in 
size, providing even more 
great music that his listeners 
long to hear. Also because of 
“Blues Deluxe,” the blues 
community has recognized 
WJUL. In fact, an article on 
the show was recently print¬ 
ed in “The Boston Blues 
Society Newsletter,” a popu¬ 
lar newsletter among the blues 
community.

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UPDATE ON PROGRESS [N PREPARING THE 

HONORS PROGRAM FOR FALL 1995 

Our recruitment efforts seem to be making good headway; the “Honors Forum” 
organized by the Admissions Division on March 11 attracted some 40 prospective students and 
their families; we have received Honors Program Applications from over 30 students and last 
week 1 sent out an Invitation Letter to over 100 prospective Honors Physics first-year students, to 
which responses are already starling to arrive. It still seems feasible to anticipate that our intake 
of Honors students for the coming Fall Semester will exceed 100. 

As well as preparing to offer courses next semester at the freshman level, we also 
wish to mount a “good-faith” effort to accommodate existing Honors students by providing them 
with sophomore courses in their respective disciplines. As the schedule now stands, all fully- 
fledged Honors students in their first year would come together in special (“301”) sections of 
42.101/102 College Writing I/II, and in their second year in a newly-created 59.259 Sophomore 
Honors colloquium, devoted to the theme “City as Text: Lowell” in a multidisciplinary format, 
they would also, as seniors, in their final year have to take at least one semester preparing a schol¬ 
arly Honors Project or Honors Research Thesis. 

Three types of courses would count toward the 24 credits necessary for fulfill 
ment of the requirements (as well as a G.P.A. of 3.25 or better) for conferment 
of an Honors Diploma: 

(a) Designated Honors courses (with the word “Honors" in the course title) 

(for 15-25 students]; 

(b) Honors Sections (301, 302, etc.) of regular courses, entailing extra work 
(for 5-14 students]; 

(c) Honors by contract (Section 301) in regular courses 

(for 1-4 students, individually; based upon a negotiated written “contract” between 
instructor and student, and entailing a tutorial relationship requiring

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Diversity Up-date 

The Council for Diversity and Pluralism is committed to promoting activities and programs which foster a climate of pluralism, 
through a celebration of diversity. Through its sponsorship and support of programs, the Council encourages UMass Lowell faculty, staff, 
and students to work in collaboration with the university to facilitate discussion, celebrate cultural differences, and recognize our diverse 
learning abilities and lifestyles. This Diversity Up-date has come to you from time to time during the school year; as the Spring semester is 
coming to an end, we would like to keep you posted of our completed programs and upcoming events. 

The Council on Diversity and Pluralism has had an exciting year filled with promising programs and activities on campus. Many of 
the programs funded fully or partially through the Council are now completed and some are still in progress. Earlier in the year the council 
co-sponsored the String Currents concert “Classically Black” music by African American/African European Composers, an ensemble of 
Artist/Teachers, young professionals, and University students who perform and promote string repertoire. The ensemble gave a concert in 
February for Black History Month. Fear No People Week and Phoebe Eng's presentation was well attended in March. The International 
Women's Day was another memorable event, jointly organized with the Women’s Studies Group. Take Our Daughters to College Day is a one 
day conference that was designed to expose Lowell adolescent girls to the opportunities of the college experience. 

Other programs that receive assistance form the Council include Ethnic Diversity: Career Portrait Series, Chinese Culture 
Demonstration Seminars, Hispanic Students Center, Returning Students Association Newsletter and Discussions, People to People: Sharing 
Lesbian, Bay and Bisexual Life Workshop, Solar Car Travels to Inner City Schools Demonstration, Alternatives to Violence Workshop, Mini- 
Language Lab Facility, First Amendment Issues in Higher Education Staff Development Activities, The Enrichment of a Comparative 
Management Course, Multimedia Curriculum to Enrich a Community Outreach Program, Professional Development Workshops to support 
Faculty and Tutors of Linguistic Minorities, Experiential Learning of the Relationship Between Cultural Dimensions and Health Care Practices, 
Learning Differences: Implications for the classroom, and Celebrating a Diverse Centennial, 100 Years of Educating all Immigrants. 

Programs are in progress during the first two weeks of May include the Asian-American heritage Celebration Week started May 1st 
with a film series and round-table discussion and will end with a Mini Asian mall and a cultural show on Friday, May 6th. On May 4th, the 
Task Force on Academic climate will sponsor a dinner conversation on Instruction Strategies for Students of Diverse Groups with a panel of 
presenters from UMass Boston: Connie Chan, Robert Johnson, and Martha Montero-Sieburth. The Diversity Symposium is scheduled for 
May 10th with a series of presentations and displays from faculty, staff and students who have conducted diversity programs this year. 
Executive Vice President Allen Sessoms is a keynote speaker at the Symposium luncheon. 

Altogether the Council has funded 44 seed grants with $57,699.30 in three major types of programs: (1) curriculum, faculty, stu¬ 
dent and staff development; (2) student activity; and (3) community collaboration. Some of the programs will have long-lasting impacts and 
will enable students of diverse backgrounds and experience to share their lives with others in an open and respectful manner. 

Students are cordially invited to join any of the five different task forces of the Council. Each of the task forces is specialized in one 
of the following areas: (1) research and assessment; (2) recruitment and retention of faculty, students, and staff; (3) campus life; (4) acade¬ 
mic climate; and (5) community collaboration.

Crew! After a consistent season 
that saw the UMass Lowell crew 
teams remain competitive against 
some tough competition, as well 
as struggle against weaker foes, 
Lowell closed out the season on a 
tremendously high note. 

Lowell placed its name 
among the big-boys by performing 
excellently at the New England 
Rowing Championships, held on 
Saturday May 6 at Lake 
Quinsigamond in Worcester. 
Coming into the race, the teams 
from Lowell were hoping to have 
a good showing, but what they 
accomplished is something else 
altogether. 

First up was the Men's 
Novice Eight. The team, with 
coxswain Steve Anderson stirring 


the teams emotions, placed fourth 
in their heat with a time of 
6:25.76. From stroke to bow, the 
Men's Novice Eight is Steve 
Garside. Tyler Moore, Bryan 
Labua, Sean Kalagher, Doug 
Coppi, Chris Abell, Andreas 
Kelly, and Rob Gregory. Six of 
the eight members should be 
returning to continue their 
improvement next year. 

The Men's Varsity 
Heavyweight Four placed second 
overall, with an excellent time of 
6:51.80. Coxed by Rebekah 
Buba, this squad will be returning 
Buba, Rob Remberton, and 
Anthony Phillipo, while losing the 
experience of Patrick Healy and 
John Matson. 

The other Men's Varsity 
team, the lightweights, placed 
third overall with a time of 7:00.15 
and was coxed by Corey 
Lewandowski. The team will be 


returning Matthew Arnold, Phil 
Cunningham, and Peter Stramise. 
but will be losing Lewandowski 
and Scott Prentis. 

Lowell only sent one of 
their women's teams, but made 
that one entry count, with the 
Varsity Lightweight Eight placing 
second overall. With new 
coxswain Shannon Smith leading 
the way, the women had a good 
time of 7:06.49. one of their best 
times of the season. The squad is 
made up of Meredith Johnson. 
Kara Andresen, Amy Azevedo, 
Parindar Puntumapanitch, Sara 
Doucette, Barbara Reynolds, Kim 
Prokop, and Knoelle Power. 
Leaving the squad after this season 
are Reynolds, Prokop, Power, and 
Johnson, leaving the squad with 
only four members returning to 
continue Lowell's rise in the ranks 
of top crew teams in the area.

Stone Named NECC Coach of the Year 


Six Players named to All-Necc 
First and Second Teams.

Veteran University of 
Massachusetts Lowell Baseball 
coach Jim Stone has been voted 
the New England Collegiate 
Conference Coach of the Year for 
the third time in the 13-year histo¬ 
ry of the league after guiding his 
team to its first league crown since 
1991. NECC baseball publicist 
Tom McDermott made the 
announcement. 

Six members of the River 
hawks’ pennant winning squad 
were also named to the first or sec¬ 
ond All-Star teams led by junior 
shortstop-pitcher Marc Deschenes 
(Dracut, Mass.) who was named to 
the first team at shortstop and the 
second team as a pitcher. Also 
named to the first team were senior 
designated hitter Keith Qualter 
(Billerica, Mass.), junior outfield¬ 


ers Larry Rodgers (Tewksbury, 
Mass.) and Kevin Winship (West 
Boxford, Mass.), and senior 
Pitcher Kevin Rourke (Lowell, 
Mass.). Senior catcher Mike Cruff 
(Norton. Mass.) was named to the 
second team. 

Stone guided the River 
Hawks to a 19-2 NECC record and 
the team's fourth league title 
(1985, 1988. 1991, 1995) in 13 
years. UML was 29-8 overall, and 
ranked 16th in the nation among 
Division Two teams. The 1960 
graduate of Springfield College 
has a 546-285-7 record in his 29 
years as the River Hawks head 
coach. 

Deschenes, one of the top 
shortstops in the region, batted 
.290 (31 for 107) with four dou¬ 
bles, one triple and 15 runs batted 
in (rbi) while making just nine 
errors at shortstop. On the mound. 


he is 7-1 with a 2.42 earned run 
average (era). He has worked 67.0 
innings allowing just 47 hits, 21 
walks while striking out 66. He 
threw the first UML no-hitter since 
1977 against the University of 
Bridgeport on April 8. Opponents 
are hitting just .191 against him. 

Qualter is among the NECC 
leaders in numerous offensive cat¬ 
egories. He hit .368 (53 for 144) 
with 10 doubles, three triples, nine 
home runs and 38 rbi. He was an 
All-NECC first team pick last 
spring in the outfield. He has 18 
career homers and collected his 
100th career rbi in the River 
Hawks’ sweep of St. Rose last 
weekend (April 30). 

Rodgers has been a pleasant 
addition to the River Hawks line¬ 
up. The team’s only left-handed 
hitter, he batted .321 (43 for 134) 
with seven doubles, four triples, 
three homers and 30 rbi. Winship, 
a second team All-Star last spring, 
batted .348 (47 for 135) with a 
team-leading 12 doubles, two

triples, two homers and 33 rbi. He 
also set a new school record for 
being hit by a pitch, getting 
plunked 18 times. 

Rourke became the school’s 
all-time winningest pitcher with 
his win at Keene State last week 
(April 25). He has an 8-1 record 
with a 2.10 era. The right-handed 
hurler has worked 77.0 innings 


allowing 73 hits and 17 walks 
while striking out 61. 

This is the second straight 
season that Cruff has been named 
to the AU-NECC squad. A first 
team selection in 1994, he hit .271 
(35 for 129) seven doubles, two 
triples, four round trippers and 28 
rbi.

Four members of the University of 
Massachusetts Lowell Softball team have been named 
to the All-New England 
Collegiate Conference 
Second All-Star team by a 
vote of the league’s eight 
coaches. NECC Publicist 
Tom McDermott made 
the announcement. 

Senior second base 
man Janine Davey 
(Wakefield, Mass) was 
the second team second 
baseman. Starting all 39 
games she has played in, 

Davey batted .339 (40 for 
118) with two doubles and 
13 runs batted in. In 118 at 
bats, she has struck out 
only one time. In the field, 

Davey has a fielding per 
centage of .964, making 
just seven errors in 193 
total chances. She has 
been involved in nine of UML's 16 double plays. 

Junior shortstop Donna Mills (Lynn, Mass.) 
was the second team shortstop. A repeat selection 
from 1994, Mills has started all 41 games and batted 
.436 (65 for 149) with 17 doubles, eight triples, three 



homeruns and 29 runs batted in. Mills also has an on 
base percentage on .472 and a slugging percentage of 
.718. Mills was named NECC Player of the Week for 
games played during the week of April 17-23. 

Senior outfielder Carolyn Beaulieu (Dalton, 
Mass.) has started all 41 
games in centerfield and 
hit .359 (47 for 131) with 
12 doubles, three triples 
and three homeruns. In the 
field, she has recorded 12 
outfield assists. 

The fourth UML player 
to be selected is freshman 
pitcher Melissa Ottaviano 
(West Newbury, Mass.). 
Ottaviano wowed oppo¬ 
nents in her rookie season, 
making 29 appearances 
and posting a 15-10 
record with a 2.64 earned 
run average and 44 strike¬ 
outs in 146 innings of 
work. Ottaviano was 
named NECC Rookie of 
the Week on consecutive 
weeks (April 10-16 and 

April 17-23). 

The River Hawks are currently 23-22 under 
first-year head coach Harry Sauter. The 23 wins mark 
the most wins by the UML softball team since the 
1987 season.

I don't care what anybody else thinks, 
I have made up my mind that the baseballs 
are once again juiced in professional base¬ 
ball.

If a play¬ 
er like Canseco is in power slump, a juiced 
ball is not going to help, you could let 
them use a corked bat, juiced ball, or what¬ 


ever else he wants and it probably 
wouldn’t help that much. 

It’s the diminutive players like Luis 
Alicea and Lee Tingsley that are raising 
my eyebrows. I was watching Baseball 
Tonight the other night and was amazed by 
some of the balls that were flying over the 
walls of almost every stadium in baseball. 
Tiny infielders were hitting line-drive 
shots over the center-field wall and reach¬ 
ing out to slap the ball over the opposite 
field wall. Now, that is ridiculous. Players 
like that just don't hit those kinds of shots. 
I have no problem with Ken Griffey Jr. or 
Frank Thomas doing stuff like that, but 
these men are noted power hitters, not the 
singles and doubles hitters that are crack¬ 
ing the ball all over the park this year. 

Just think of the reasoning behind 
juicing the ball. Baseball just came out of 
the longest strike in sports history, and the 
hierarchy of baseball needs a way to bring 
fans back to the stadiums. What better 
way than having 17-11 slug-fests like the 
game between the Red Sox and White 
Sox? Fans love homeruns and they will 
pay to see more of them. Just watcn how 
many homeruns are hit tonight and you 
will see what I mean.
